Both of these bills,“ said Senator Beall, 
“were drawn at my request by Myer J. 
Stein, our senate law clerk. The preamble 
to the proposed anti-race suicide act, in my 
judgment, is a masterful plece of literary 
ability on the part of Mr. Stein.” 


Reasons Cited in Preamble.

Morgan Park Joker’s Petition, 
Innocently Worded, Almost 
Gets By Owens. 


304. CHICAGOANS _ SIGN. 


A flagrant attempt to persuade the tall to 
wag the dog came within an inch or at least 
an inch and a half yesterday of getting by 
County Judge John E. Owens. : 

While the judge and most of his office help 
were looking out of the window in the after- 
noon some one sneeaked up the back etairs 
and filed a petition in the judge’s office ask- 
ing that the question of annexing Chicago to 
Morgan Park be put on the ballot at the 
coming election. 4 

The petition said “ annex Chicago to Mor- 
gan Park just as plainly as the English 
language would let it. It was signed by 304 
residents of Chicago, each one of whom 
seemed to be of sound mind and able to write 
nis own name. 

The clerk who has charge of petitions of 
this kind accepted the document without a 
suspicion of the abhorrent character of its 
contents. He was just about to file it away 
when the words Chicago to Morgan Park 
caught the tail of his eye. 


Suburban Life for Every One. 

“ What's this?” he said. “ Annex Chicago 
to Morgan Park? I guess some one wants to 
live in the suburbs without going to the trou- 
ble and expense of moving.” 

Thereupon he rushed off to tell his tale of 
horror to Judge Owens. The judge read the 
petition, though paling perceptibly with 
righteous anger as he went along. 

“I don't want to grant this petition,” he 
said when he got through. Still, it seems 
to comply with all the forms of the law and 
has the required aumber of signatures. What 
shall we do?’ 

„Well,“ said the clerk, there already 18 
on file a petition——"’ 

“Ah,” interrupted the judge, there you 
have it. There already is on file a petition 
asking that the proposition to annex Morgan 
Park to Chicago be put upon the ballot. To 
grant this petition would confuse the mind of 
the voter. It is our duty to protect the mina 
of the voter from confusion. Throw that 
petition into the discard.” 


Just a Morgan Park “Joke.” 

Subsequent investigation brought respon- 
sibility for the petition; squarely home to 
Charles G. Blake of Morgan Park. Mr. Blake 
explained that the petition was his notion of 
a joke. 

“I wanted to shew the absurdity of the 
present annexation law.“ he said. The law 
requires only 250 signers to petitions of this 
character. You can get 250 Chicagoans to 
sign anything, I could go out this afternoon 
and get 250 signers to a petition to annex 
Chicago to Gary, Ind., or Woodstock, Iun.

BY JURORS WITH 
KILLING SCHENK 


Positive Evidence Two Shots 
Were Fired from Pistol Tums 
Inquest Against Her. 


BREAKS DOWN ON STAND 


Declares She Does Not Know How 
Many Bullets Were Dischanged and 
Says Married Life Was Happy.

Schenk’s life said to 
be insured for $15,000 

Mrs. Jessie Stanton Schenk was held te 
the Cook county grand jury by a coroners’ 
jury at Park Ridge yesterday, following a 
tense recital in which she described with 
the revolver in her hand, how she shot and 
killed her husband, Charles Schenk, * 
last Saturday morning. 

But for positive evidence showing that bed 
shots had been fired from the revolver in- 
stead of one as she said in her early testi- 
mony, it tg believed by Coroner Hoffman that 
the woman would have deen exonerated. 

In spite of this evidence three of the jurors 
held out for two bours for a verdict clearing 
the woman of blame for the killing. One of 
the jurors who insisted that she should be 
held to the grand jury gave as his reason 
that the city of Park Ridge needed to make 
an example of some one and that there had 


been two many drunken orgies there of late. 


Cool: Then Panie Stricken. 

During the giving of her testimony Mrs. 
Schenk was alternately the personification of 
coolness and panic. Twice she broke down 
completely, weeping and calling her hug- 
band’s name. 

A little later, when she was given the pistel 
with which she fed shot her husband and 
told by the coroner to pull the trigger, she 
placed the muzzle of the weapon to her lips 
and snapped the t er several times. 

The suburb has split into two factions, as 
a result of the case. The reform element is of 
the opinion that the woman is gullty of de- 
liberate murder, while the persona! liberty 
faction is of the opinion that Schenk was 
killed accidentally. 


Widow a Volunteer Witness. 

‘Mrs. Schenk s testimony was voluntary.

Victor Arnold, who was present, did not 
sound like the defense of a woman gulity of 
the crime of murder. 

She answered evéry question asked her by 
Coroner Hoffman and Deputy Coroner Sam- 
uel L. Davis without hesitation, and did not 
— to de endeavoring to defend herself. 

broke down frequently, and Coroner 
— as had to order a recess until she partly 
recovered her composure again. 

There were a number of questions concern- 
ing her personal history that she tried to 
evade, but finally answered gthem when 
pressed. 

Widow Taken by Surprise. 

Mrs. Schenk was not aware that Coroner 
Hoffman had learned that two bullets had 
been fired from the revolver with which she 
killed her husband when she began to testify, 
although she had aided in finding the second 
bullet. 

She was taken completely by surprise when 
informed that she was mistaken in her state- 
ment that she had fired but cne shot, which 
was the weakest point In her estire story. 

„ did not know how many times I fired,” 
she explained. I thought I fired only once, 
because only one bullet wound was found and 
because that is all | remember. 

It all came so suddenly that I don’t even 
remember hearing the report of the shot, but 
there was a flash almost in my face, and then 
I saw Charlie lying on the floor at the foot of 
the stairs.”

Everything about the halls converges to 


tet the dancers into trouble, to befuddie them 


with liquor until they forget the proprieties— 
even the decencies. Present supervision is 
inadequate; during the recent investigation 
it was found that of 158 policemen on duty a: 
various halis only 17 were paying attention 
to anything except the stopping of an occa- 
sional fight. 

‘The same things which apply to dane 
halls may be said to apply to the excursion 
steamers which ply the lake in summer 
They need supervision.

| BOY MADE SLAYER 


BY A NIGHTMARE 


Epileptic Stupor Blamed by 
Alienists for Youth’s At- 
tack on Playmate. 


CHOPS HEAD FROM BODY. 


Has No Remembrance of Act Aft- 
erward and Body Is Sense- 
: less to Pain. 


“Epileptic nightmare "’—a rare and dan- 
gerous form of insanity—wae the name given 
last night by three Chicago alienists to the 
mental state of Harry Montford, who in the 
afternoon murdered Joseph Burke, a child 
who is 20 years old, 
used an ax to behead the Burke boy, * 
12 years old. 

Dr. Wildam O. Krohn, Dr. E. J. Kuh, and 
Dr. Charlee L. Mix in the evening conducted 
experiments upon the prisoner in his cell 
at the stockyards police station and were 
convinced that not only had Montford no 
memory of hig deed but that tiie crime was 
entirely invofuntary. 


Boy Is in a 

The physician found Magntford in the jal’ 
in a state of stupor. Ithough possessed 
of the use of his limbs, his mind seemed to 
be a perfect blank, he was insensible 
to pain. Tests were made with lighted 
matches and pins, but the prisoner. seemed 
to feel no sensation. His eyes were fixed 
and his jaws open end his mouth could not 
be closed, although he was several times 
Mfted off his feet by Mfting on his lower 


jaw. 
“I am convinced,” sald Dr. Krohn after 


the examination, that young Montford can- 
not be held legally responsible for the kill- 
ing of the Burke boy. He was in a state of 
cataleptic nightmare, and had no more power 
over his actions that a man in a dream.“ 


Kills Boy, Threatens Mother. 

Young Burke was killed in the basement of 
his parents’ residence at 346 West Forty- 
seventh strtet. He had just returned from 
school when Montford, who lives with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charies Montford, in 
the same building, called at the Burke flat 
and asked if he wes in. 

He was told the boy was in the basement. 
A little later Mrs. Burke heard her son 
scream, and, running downstairs, met Mont- 
ford coming up with an ax in his hands. 

* You've killed my boy,” She cried. 

„Tes,“ he answered, “and I'll kill you, 
too.” 

He struck at her with the ax and gashed 
her forehead and arm. Then Montford, see- 
ing Mrs. R. M. Cunningham, a neighbor, 
coming, left Mrs. Burke and ran after her. 
On the way he dropped his ax. Mrs. Cun- 
ningham eluded him and per cries brought 
men to the house, who succeeded after a vio- 
lent struggle in overpowering the maniac. 

Body Beheaded and Mutilated. 

The Burke boy’s body was found in the 
basement by his mother a little later, be- 
headed and mutilateil. Montford was taken 
to the Stockyards stdtion;,where alienists 
found him in what they ed a state of 
stupor.”

Seth Low Explains How Famous

New York, March 20.—[Special.]—Booker 
T. Washington, the negro educator, who 
charges that he was assaulted Sunday night 
by Henry A. Ulrich of 11% West Sixty-third 
gtreet. did not appear in court today to press 
the charge because of the injuries he received. 

Ulbrich today asserted that his wife took 


one of his dogs out for an airing. When she 


returned she told him that a man in the hall 
had spoken to her, which caused him to in- 
vestigate. He said he crossed the street, 
where he met another man, who told him that 
he had been watching the negro for an hour 
or so. Ulrich said he returned to the house 
and found the negro looking through a key- 
hole. When he asked him what he wanted 
there the negro struck him, he said, and 
etarted to run. Ulrich denied any club or 
stick was used.

None of those concerned in the case would 
comment today on the telegram which D.. 


ceived from D. C. Smith, auditor of Tuskegec. 
When he pressed his complaint in the West 
Sixty-eighth street station Dr. Washington 
mentioned such a message and said that was 
his reason for being in the neighborhood of 
West Sixty-third street, but he did not show 
any telegram to the police. 

Daniel C. Smith is a public accountant with 
office at 32 Broadway.

Asks for Conservation 
of American Animals. 


HE need for conservation of forests and 
other natural resources of the United 
States was emphasized strongly yester- 
day afternoon and evening at Orchestra 
pall in two lectures by Richard E. Fol- 


ican Forestry association. Mr. Follett, who is 
a student of wild animal life, spoke on the 
subject, “ Wild Life in Action.” 


Four times as much timber as is being pro- 
duced in this country is being used at the 


present time, he said. At this rate it will not 
be a great while before the United States will 
be forced to depend on other countries for 
“lumber. Mr. Follett urged the conservation 
of bird, animal, and fish life, and said wanton 
destruction of all wild creatures: should be 


stopped. 


— 

“But cutting away our forests does not 
merely affect our timber supply,” he said. “It 
also is responsible for changed climatic condi- 
tions in this country, tne loss of large areas 
of fertile soil, and the destruction of anima! 
and plant life. 

“The great forests which formerly existed 
acted as air purifiers. In one instance that I 
know of orangés formerly were grown in the 
district near the delta of the Mississippi river 
and frost was a rare thing to contend with. 
Now, however, it is a common thing for ther- 
mometers in that en to drop below the 
freezing point.”

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
The Food of the Desert. 


HE date is an Arabian fruit. We may read 
of it in Xenophon and in all the accounts 
of journeys, warlike or otherwise, that 
have since deen written dy those who 
: have crossed the Arabian desert. Date 
cookery is not well known, although many peo- 
ple are fond of this fruit and use it plain and 


uncdooked for desserts. Yet cake, sandwichees, 


puddings, and sauces and even delightful bread 
are made from the date. The stuffed date, now 
an inexpensive article of commerce, is a very 
delicious home made confection, much "softer 
and moister than t one can buy. 

To prepare dates for cooking they should be 
separated and-put into a pan of lukewarm Water, 
tossed “about lightly for a minute or two, and 
then drained. Stoning them is the next process. 
This can lly be done with the fingers un- 
less they are unusually hard, then a sharp knife 
can be used to advantage. After they are stoned 
rinsed dai ily and. drained 
thoroughly. 

Date bread in point of deliciousnéss and 

olesomeness is almost an ideal food, espe- 
cially for children. This should be made of 


whole wheat bur, started with a sponge of 


common white’ flour’ A pint of prepared dates, 


stirred into thé dough, is not teo much for each 


loaf.

HE most interesting. reflection afforded by 
the proceedings at Powers’ last evening 
concerns the opinion of Mr. Lackaye Nn 
self regarding them. 

Since he is an intelligent actor anid a 


brilliant man there can be no doubt that he re- 


gards “The Stranger“ as a bad play, badly 
done. But I can imag no more delightful di- 
version than to overhear Mr. Lackaye in a con- 
genial environment, the Lambs’, for instance, 
permitting the lightning flash of his intellect 
to fall upon the episodes of “The Stranger,’ 
and the method of their presentation. There. 
indeed, would be destructive criticism. 

In fact Mr. Lackaye, above all men, would be 
the ideal selection as the proper scourge for a 
drama the like of Mr. Charles Dazey’s latest 
effort at writing plays. If his scorpion style 
were imitable I should try to indite an ac- 
count of what happened at Powers’ last even- 
ing in the Lackaye fashion, full of acid wit, and 
appropriate, illuminative epigram. Something 
in the nature of his curtain speech, only less 
genial and more to the point. That, however, 
as above stated, is not to be done, Even if it 
were to be done Mr. Lackaye, being the star of 
the piece, is not to be imagined as annoyed 
with it. 

Still, the fact remains that all of us are not 
as hard to please as Mr. Lackaye. That con- 
dition had emphasis at Powers’ last night wher 
an immense gathering of his friends and ac- 
quaintances became quite cheerful in the ob- 
servation of him and Mr. Dazey. Reference to 
the curtain speech recalls a suggestion which 
should be made to all authors who write for 
Mr. Lackaye. It should be expressly under- 
stood that he is not to make speeches. He is 
so uch more interesting as himself than as 
ansfody his authors ask him to be, and the 
things he says are so much brighter = more 
entertaining than the dialogue of his N he 
that they are quite “shown up.” He till tells 
the story about Mr. George. Bernard Shaw and 
his curiosity as to Whether or not the audi- 
ence would be a success—amplified, altered, and 
added to other pungent observations more or 
less original. This interpolated feature of The 
Stranger was unquestionably its apex as an 
amusement. The prolonged and indubitably sin- 
one applause which greeted it is — as evi- 
ence. 


In “The Stranger” >” Mr. Lackaye is John, 
Marshall, repudiated in the words of the play 
as a “poor house rat,” who has been driven 
from Danville, Va., to the progressive north, 
whence he returns affluent, aggressive, sweet, 
romantic, and with a laudable desire to prove 
that the stain upon his birth is undeserved. 
To me Mr. Lackaye is more entertaining in 
his sulphitic aspect; he is more expert at 
satirical sneer than th sentimental drool. For 
instance, when he says to the pretty girl of 
his dreams, God sort of finished the world 
when he made roses,“ he is much less satis- 
factory than when one of the villains of the 
play threatens never to darken his door again 
and he remarks: “I shall ehdeavor to bear 
that catastfophe with Christian resignation.” 
Or when he retorts, “ Pedigrees are important 
when you are discussing jackasses, but they 
mean nothing when you are talking about 
men.” Somehow or other, one expects Mr. 
Lackaye to observe that “the less attention a 
man pays to women in general the more he 
pays to woman in particular,” but when he 
beams sardonically on the leading lady and 
says, somewhat flatly, that he loves her there 
is a suspicion that he is miscast. Still, he is 
robust most of the time, a good representation 
of the “fighting man,” and if the sentimental 
ooze drips unskillfully we must remember that 
in the theater we may not have everything as 
we like it. 

The trouble with the play is that it ts false. 
False in dialogue, false in character, false in 
situation. Moreover, its falsity is crude. 
“Boob” falsity, to use a word of Mr. Wall- 
ingford. Nothing in it Is persuasive, nothing 
convinces. The tricks are done amateurishly, 
the crises may be punctured by the least 
fastidious. When John Marshall gets his 
street railway franchise the compromising in- 
cidents are not explained away even with the 
informal expedient of a court held in a draw- 
ing room. 

Everybody knows that Marshall does not 
bribe.the mayor of Danville, but the proof 
against him is unanswered in the play. Wh 
it is shown that Marshall is the legitim 
son of his persecuting enemy the fact — 
out in bald, meaningless fashion, a mere 
statement without proof, from one of the 
comic participants. The plot is intrticate, but 
intricacy demands ingenuity in explanation 
and there is no trace of ingenuity in The 
Stranger.” Mr. Dazey's indolence, or his unre- 
sourcefulness, spoils what might have ager 
an agitating latter-day melodrama. 

Miss Muriel Starr, impérsonating the Dea! 
ville patrician, with whom Mr. Lackaye’s char- 
acter falls in love, is a beautiful picture and is 
| earnest in demeanor. But her mode of diction 
is that of the theater, instead of that of lite, 


and each syllable becomes a feat of articulation, 


too nicely emitted for a human being. When 
this fault is overcome, as it no doubt will be, 
Mas Muriel Starr will be a most pleasing addi- 
tion to the young women of the stage. 

Mr. H. S. Northrup, laboring under the mis-

part in the New York child welfare-exhbibit 


to de held in the Coliseum, May 11 to 26. 
Unless certain differences ae to the conduct 
of the exhibition are settled between Mra 
Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of the 
Chicago schools, and the managers of the 
exhibit, the New York exhibition of school 
children’s work will remain the sole at- 
traction. 

The first intimation that there was a dis- 
cordant note in plans for the exbibition came 
yesterday, when Mre. Young E- 
ward L. Burchard, secretary of the Chicago 
School of Civics and Philanthropy, who is 
concerned in the arrangements, that she did 
not approve of the plans that had been made 


for presenting the Chicago exhibit. She 


said she was inclined to consider entire with- 
drawal from the project. 


Mrs. Young Blocks “Bluff.” 

“T don’t care to say much about the mat- 
ter of difference, but with the present ar- 
rangements I consider it best the Chicago 
schools should give over the entire space to 
the New York exhibit,” said Mrs. Young. 

“ When the plans for the exhibit were told 
to me, I understood that it was to be a joint 
exhibition of the work of the New York and 
Chicago schools, I approved of the plan and 
set the Chicago district superintendents at 
work to arrange for our part. They have 
given almost their entire time to the matter 
for several weeks.” 

A closer view of the situation was given 
by others who have been concerned in pre- 
paring the Chicago portion of the exhibit. 
It was to the effect that although the first 


plans, as imparted to the Chicago school - 


authorities, were for a joint exhibition, the 
final plans were to give the New York exhibit 
the prominence of the main floor of the Coli- 
seum and to relegate the Chicago exhibit to 
the balconies and less prominent exhibition 
places 


Decision Brings a Flurry. 

The declaration of Mrs. Young to. Secre- 
tary Bunchard concerning the withdrawal of 
the Chicago schools caused a flurry among 
the promoters of the exhibition. 

“‘Mre. Young has reached no final decis- 
ion,’’ declared Mr. Burchard. There was 
some difference of opinion regarding the 
details of the arrangements—the technical 
points.“ 

„But didn't Mra Young say to you in so 
many words that she was not satisfied with 
the plans for conducting the exhibition, as 
you had informed her of them, and that she 
had decided that it would be best for the 
Chicago sachoola not to participate?’ was 
asked. 

„Wen, now—you put me in an ember- 
rassing situation,” replied Secretary Bur- 
chard. ‘I haven't authority to discuss the 
situation. The difficulty came about from 
arrangements made by subordinates, not the 
principals, you know.“

Women Continue Lobby at 
Springfield Today for Extend- 
ed Ten‘ Hour Law.

Contractors and builders of Chicago last 
night signed articles with the United Asso- 
clation of plumbers, recognizing that organ- 
tation as the only union in the industry. 
Thus the jurisdictional fight between the In- 
ternational Association of Steamfitters and 
the United Association of Plumbers prec- 
ically was ended. 

More than 500 members of the 8 
organization were present at the. mereing. 
‘None of the International sola on of 
Steamfitters was there. 

“The agreement reached with the con- 
tractors and builders virtually puts the inter- 
national organization out of business, aid 
a member of the plumbers’ body. “ The rank 
and file of the steamfitters are desirous of 
coming into the united plumbers. Some of 
the high salaried officials of the steamfitters’ 
union are keeping them out at present.” 


War Started in Gary. ~ 

War between the international body and 
the united association started at Gary, Ind., 
and was carried to Chicago, where it centered 
at the Heisen building. 

From Judge Gridley the steamfitters se- 
cured an injunction last week forbidding the 
Building Trades council from seeking to dis- 
rupt the steamfitters’ union. Officials of the 
plambers’ organization visited C. C. Heisen 
and told bim that unless the steamfitters at 
work on the building, who are members of 
the international association, were discharged 
the plumbers and electricians would not re- 
turn to work. Some of the steamfitters of 
the international organization were dis- 
charged, and therefore, with four labor lead- 
ers, Mr. Heisen. wae cited for alleged con- 
tempt of court. 

The case was set for hearing yesterday, but 
Mr. Heisen did not appear in court. The 
hearing then was set for March 28. 


New Scale for Masons. 

Bricklayers and masons signed a new wage 
scale agreement during the day with the 
Masons and Builders’ association fora period 
of two years. The new scale goes into effect 
June 1 at 70 cents an hour until May 1. 1912. 
From that date the scale will be 72% cents. 
_Ticklayers and masons now get 67% cents an 
hour. 

Cement foremen, finishers, and helpers also 
secured a new scale, which becomes effective 
May 1. The finishers are to receive 42% cents 
for two years from May 1 and 65 cents from 
May 1, 1918, until May 1, 1914. The helpers 
receive 47% cents from May 1 this year until 
May 1, 1913, and the next year 50 cents. The 
foremen’ signed for two years beginning at 
70 cents,

Ald. Foell Thinks State Joker“ 
Forces Two Platoon System.

TO STUDY LEGISLATIVE ACTS 


Resolution in Council on Phone Ner- 
ger Goes Over on Objection. 


Ald. Charles M. Foell has found in the state 
legislative house dill 248 what he believes 
to be a “ joker” to force Chicago to install 
the two platoon system in its fire depart- 
ment.

During the year 1010, the IlHnois Central 
railroad system carried a total of 30,728,211 
passengers, according to a report announced 
yesterday, without à fatality to a passenger 
aa the result of an accident. The lines of the 
system on which this record was achieved 
cover some 7,000 miles, and computed as pas- 
sengers carried one mile there were 799,238, - 
174 persons carried one mile on the compan 
trains. 

In these figures are included some 14,000,000 
passengers carried on the Chicago suburban 
lines and it was stated in conmection with the 
report that the Illinois Central has not killed 
a passenger in ite miburban service in fifty- 
five years. By this is meant that no person 
has been killed while being transported as a 
passenger. 


See Good in “Surprise Tests.” 

Officais of the Illinois Central attribute the 
record for the last year largely to the syetem 
of efficiency teats inaugurated about twelve 
months ago. These efficiency or so-called 
“surprise teste" has been used for several 
years on the Harriman lines and were applied 
on the IlMnols Central after W. L. Park came 
from the Union Pacific as vice president... In 
addition to the absence of fatalities the num- 
ber of accidents wae reduced nearly one-half 
during the year. 

In the surprise tests secret observations are 
made to ascertain the reliability of the train 
crews in observing and obeying signa!) indica- 
tions. Recent testa on the lines north of the 
Ohio river during the month of February 


observing signals and following their indica- 
tions was as follows: Chicago divésion, 77 
per cent; St. Louis division, 83 per cent;
